Sirica, chief judge of the U.S. 
District Court for the District of 
Columbia, instructed the court clerk 
to take possession of the papers and 
to provide certified copies to the 
federal 
prosecutors and 
to the 
Senate committee which also is 


Man has 
hostage atop 
fuel tank 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPD - A 
man armed with a rifle and shotgun 
took two hostages, climbed atop a 
storage 
tank 
containing 
highly 
explosive 
jet 
fuel 
today 
and 
threatened to blow it up 
The man, identified as William 
Howard Abernathy, 25, fired several 
shots at passing planes and persons 
on the ground, but officers did not 
return the fire for fear of exploding 
the 1.3 million gallons of fuel in the 
tank. 
The 50-foot-high tank was located 
in an open field near Portland 
airport, which was closed for a short 
time but then reooencd 


Abernathy, 
an 
employe 
of 
Lockheed Air Terminal Services at 
the airport, sent down word with one 
hostage that if his former wife and 
children were not brought to the 
scene by noon he would explode the 
tank 


investigating the scandal. 
“ Everybody wins,” Sirica said in 
announcing his decision following a 
25-minute hearing on the so-called 
Dean Papers, possibly bearing on 
the Watergate case. 
Dean, himself was at the hearing, 
appearing under heavy strain and 
looking haggard. He told Sirica the 
papers were classified “top secret.” 
Asked by the judge where they 
came 
from, 
Dean 
said, 
“ A 
combination 
of several agencies 
including the FBI and other national 
security agencies.” 


Dean took the papers from White 
House files shortly before President 
Nixon 
fired 
him 
April 
38. 
Expressing 
fear 
the documents 
might be destroyed or stolen, he 
asked the court in a letter to take 
possession of them. 
The administration asked that 
they be returned to the White House 
since Dean described them as a 
classified documents. Sirica had 
first asked a lawyer for Dean, 
Charles N. Shaffer, what type of 
classification the documents carried 
—noting that the law provides for 


“confidential,” “ secret,” and “ top 
secret” categories. 
“They've got something better 
than top secret’ now,” Shaffer said. 
“ I don’t know what they call it but 
that's what these documents are.” 


Dean 
then 
rose 
to 
say 
the 
documents were classified 
“top 
secret, 
handled 
via 
com m it 
channels.” He did not say what the 
classification meant. 
After the hearing, Dean was 
followed 
by 
reporters 
into 
an 
elevator, 
but 
Dean 
refused

answer any questions.

It alleged that Cook, while general 
counsel of the SEC before President 
Nixon elevated him to chairman last 
winter, bowed to Stans’ persuasion 
and dropped reference in a SEC 
lawsuit to a secret $258,000 cash 
contribution to President Nixon’s 
re-election 
campaign. 
The contribution allegedly came 
from Robert L. Vesco, who is one of 
42 defendants charged in the SEC 
suit 
with having 
“ looted” $224 
million from four mutual funds. 
On May I, Cook was asked by Sen. 
William Proxmire, chairman of the 
S e n a t e 
a p p r o p r i a t i o n s 
subcommittee which oversees the 
SEC budget, whether anyone in the 
administration had approached him

Astronauts 
watch from 
ground 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI)-Whi l e 
the Skylab 1 astronauts watched 
from the ground, their space station 
rocketed into space today to push 
back the frontier of manned orbital 
endurance and cash in on the 
promise of spaceflight. 
Moonwalk 
veteran 
Charles 
“ Pete” Conrad, Dr. Joseph 
P. 
Kerwin, 
America’s 
first 
space 
physician, 
and 
aeronautical 
engineer Paul J. Weitz will take off 
23 ‘/2 hours later and spend a record 
28 days in orbit aboard the Skylab. 
their space lab, an eight-room 
assembly as spacious as a three- 
bedroom house, began its eight- 
month voyage around earth on a 33- 
story Saturn 5 rocket left over from 
the moon program. 
It was the start of the nation’s 
fourth manned spaceflight project in 
12 years. 
The 6.2 
million 
pound 
space 
machine took off on time at 1:30 
p.m. EDT on the 7.6 million pound 
push of a long, orange spear of hot 
gases. It was the last of the big 
Saturn 5s scheduled to fly. 
Conrad, 
Kerwin 
and 
Weitz 
watched from a secluded viewing 
site about 3 ‘/2 miles away as the 
black and white rocket accelerated 
over the Atlantic. 
Police said the crowd watching 
the 
first 
half 
of 
the 
space 
doubleheader was only about one- 
tenth as large as those that had 
watched the big Apollo moon shots. 
Cloudy skies obscured the view one 
minute after launch for thousands of 
spectators. 
Skylab, weighing a record 84 tons 
when it left earth, had its sensitive 
sun watching instruments and solar 
panels folded under a white nose 
cone as it climbed through the 
earth’s atmosphere. 
It was loaded with more than a ton 
of food and other provisions to 
support men for 140 days in space. 
After the Skylab 1 pilots return to 
earth, the next two crews each will 
stay up for eight weeks. 
The 
current 
space endurance 
record, set by the Russians in their 
pioneering Salyut 1 space lab. is 
nearly 24 days. 
Weather was the only potential 
problem today. At sunrise, NASA 
was closely watching a band of 
thunderstorms in the Tampa Bay 
area on Florida's west coast. By 
mid-morning, however, the storms 
had weakened considerably and 
were drifting northeast—away from 
the Cape 
The 
334-foot 
Skylab-Saturn 
5 
rocket was fully fueled with 917,000 
gallons of kerosene, liquid oxygen 
and liquid hydrogen at 10:30 a.m. 
The final hours of the countdown 
began at 7 a. m. EDT when the 700- 
man launch team started pumping 
thousands of gallons of supercold 
liquid oxygen into the second stage 
of Skylab’e 33-story Saturn 5 rocket. 
The astronauts’ smaller Saturn IB 
stood 8,700 feet away. 


Among

spectators 
were the astronauts’ 
families, 
several 
dozen 
former 
prisoners of war and thousands of 
other space agency guests. Civil 
Defense officials planned for a 
crowd of a half million around the 
spaceport. 


All Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz 
could do today was watch, wait and 
hope.

In New York the stock market 
took a sharp tumble in moderately 
active trading and the Dow Jones 
averages for 30 blue chip industrial 
stocks fell 14 07 points in the hrst 
hour and a half of trading 


“ People with surplus dollars are 
getting out of the currency into 
gold,” said Dennis Selby, chief 
bullion dealer for the London gold 
brokerage firm of Johnson Matthey, 
Ltd 
“ Watergate 
has 
left 
the 
political 
situation shaky 
in the 
States and this has put pressure on 
the dollar.” 


By late afternoon the price of gold 


shot up to $106.70 on the French 
commercial market — up more than 
$7 from Friday ’s close of $98 83. 


“ I think the reason for the rise in 
the price of gold is because of 
reports in the press that there is an 
impending 
financial 
crisis ” , 
Emanuel Brunoff, a French gold 
broker said 


Asked if lie believed the rise in the 
price of gold could be related to the 
Watergate scandal in the United 
States, 
Brunoff 
said:

opinion, I don’t think it could be 
connected 


The metal’s price was fixed at 
$102 25 an ounce on the big London 


free market in the second of the 
twice daily price fixings. This was 


$2 50 higher than the morning price, 
$5 60 higher than Friday s closing 


price and more than double the 
official U.S. gold price. 


Another god source said : “Many 
foreign buyers are afraid of a new 
monetary crisis 
For this reason 


they are going in great numbers to 
buy as much gold as they can 
afford *.

The bill would wipe out current minimum prices for milk 
established on a regional basis by the state bepartment of 
Food and Agriculture and restore wide-open competition in 
retail milk pricing 
“ The profit margin for milk at the retail level is higher 
than for many other food products,” Sieroty said Sunday. 
“ Many markets could and would charge less than the 
present minimum retail price it the existing restrictions 
were removed.” 
He noted that a price reduction of just one cent per quart 
of milk would mean $25 million in savings for Californians, 
who consumed more than 2 6 billion quarts of rmlk last 
year

Retirement 
Cabrillo Spring 
Concert plans set 


Senator Alfred Song, judiciary committee chairman, is of 
the opinion that good judges are being forced to leave the 
bench because of present retirem ent laws. 
Song’s analysis is correct. Judges must quit at age 70 if 
they wish to receive the full retirem ent benefits which 
amount to 75 per cent of their pay. Those who stay on can 
only receive a maximum of 50 per cent when and if they do 
retire. Generally it would be less than that because of 
optional survivor benefits. 
The 75 percent retirem ent law was deliberately written 
that way. It was designed to compel retirem ent of jurists 
before they became too old to do the job. 
The law was written by the late ^ n a to r George Miller, 
Jr. It was devised as an answer to complaints by the Bar 
association over the numbers of judges who were 
continuing despite physical and mental deterioration. 
Miller first proposed a mandatory retirem ent age of 70. 
There were those who thought that too old and others who 
said it was too young. He conceded that, as it applied to 
individuals, both views were right. He said whatever age 
was selected would be an arbitrary rule. 
He considered alternatives such as permitting the 
Qualifications Commission to compel retirem ent at any 
age whenever a jurist showed signs of slipping. The 
problem with that he said was, “ Nobody ever wants to bell 
the cat.” 
It was finally decided to enact an “ incentive retirem ent’’ 
law 
which, 
while 
not mandatory, 
would 
encourage 
retirem ent by offering greater benefits for those who chose 
to retire at age 70 than for those who remained after. 
When the law first went into effect it worked well. Scores 
of judges took advantage of the broader benefits and 
retired. It nearly cleared the courts of those who had been 
the subject of the Bar association complaints. However 
some of the wealthy judges disdained the retirem ent 
benefits and remained. Some of those were the very ones 
the bill had been aimed at. 
Under the Miller program, judges who do retire can be 
called back for duty for specific cases. This provision was 
written to answer the arguments which are always used as 
an example: Oliver Wendell Holmes who served on the U.S. 
Supreme Court until he was 90. Holmes was an exceptional 
man for few retain their keeness of mind to such an age. 


But Song points out there are others. He cites Justices 
Brandéis, Black and Frankfurter who did some of their best 
work after 70. He says our best Chief Justice, John 
Marshall, was on the bench at age 79. 
“These men demonstrate the proverb that wisdom comes 
with age,” Song stated, “ Why then should we have a law 
which deprives the state of such m en?’’ 
But Song recognizes not every man escapes the tolls of 
age. And his bill would not automatically continue judges 
after age 70. It would require judges approaching the 
retirem ent age who wish to continue to apply to the Judicial 
Qualifications Commision for an extension of service. 
Continuance could then be granted for a specific period and 
would be subject to review for further extension. 
“ In that manner the bill creates a mechanism to protect 
society from those afflicted with the infirmities of age, 
“Song explained, “ While at the same time it would 
preserve in service those to whom years have merely added 
wisdom.”

Answer tomorrow 


If the Equal Rights Amendment fails to be ratified this 
year, it will be as much the lault of females who are 
afraid of this across-the-board equality, as male chauvi­ 
nists jealously guarding their power. 
In the early days of the women’s liberation movement, 
we could gripe about being oppressed females, perhaps 
get our husbands to do the dishes or change a diaper with 
greater ease, and still not have to face the challenge ol 
actually changing our own lifestyle. 
Now that men in 30 state legislatures and countless 
private homes have seen the rightness of the liberated 
position — many of them coming around rather quickly 
as oppressors go — a number of women are frightened of 
the new freedom and the new responsibility they will have 
if they are indeed treated as equals. 
With some men now saying, “ Come to think of it, why 
don’t you go to work?” many women are saying, “ Just 
a minute. Do 1 want the awesome problem of supporting 
my family? Do I want to face the pressures of career 
competition, the small humiliations of swallowing pride, 
compromise my ideals to hold the job, to keep the boss 
happy?” 
Of course the Equal Rights Amendment, which has six 
more years to win the support of the additional eight 
states necessary for ratification, would not force women 
who are housewives and mothers to go out and work. It 
might even put a higher premium on child-bearing and 
domestic responsibilities. 
But the passage of ERA and the change in attitudes 
toward male and female foies that it would codify, would 
force choices on women who previously had a familiar, 
if not always fulfilling, path to follow 
A so-called housewife whose children were in school 
most of the day, who was not investing a full-time effort 
in her home or family, could no longer enjoy the luxury 
of society’s support. Whether at home or on the job, 
women would be expected to be productive. 
After studying the Exodus portion of the Bible in Sun­ 
day school, my daughter Lisa asked why the Jews who 
went out from Egypt had to remain in the desert for 40 
years. 
I told her that slaves, because they have never been 
allowed to design their own lives, become accustomed to 
following orders. They must obey if they are to survive. 
Even when they are freed from bondage, they would find 
it difficult to make decisions, to assert their opinions, to 
fight for their existence, to win. So the 40 years would 
allow a new generation to grow up, born in freedom, with 
a belief in their own worth. 
The men and women who have grown up with the more 
subtle limitations of cultural bondage, yoked in pairs, 
will not have the privilege of wandering in the desert for 
40 years. 
Men who have grown up regarding warriors, business 
magnates and athletes as their heroes, must now, practi­ 
cally overnight, learn tenderness, compassion, the ways 
of babies, the vicissitudes of chicken pox and sibling 
rivalry. 
Women who have been used to following orders, must 
now make choices. Accustomed to a routine that pro­ 
vides few new challenges, but also few insecurities, home­ 
bodies must now face the prospect of testing their mettle 
in a daily, and often grueling contest Or at the very least, 
vitalizing what may have a lifeless domestic function. 
Moses knew what a struggle this would be. Now we are 
beginning to find out.

Bobbv Kiggs proved he really is the

tennis Sunday and Stan Smith proved again he s the best 
player in the game today. 
Riggs, 55, short and with an extra bulge here and there 
forced 30-vear-old Margaret Court into a game suited 
just for him and beat the winner of $82,550 this year on 
the women’s circuit, 6-2, 6-1, in the so-called 
Tennis 
Battle of the Sexes” at Ramona, p lif. 
The nationally televised match, which brought $20,^ 
to Riggs and $10,000 to Mrs. Court, never was much of a 
contest as Riggs set the tempo of the match early and 
held the momentum throughout.

^ 
Mrs. C.y rt, for no apparent reason, refused to take 
advantage of her superior net play and, when she 
remained near the baseline, played right into the hands 
of Riggs, who is considered among the finest volleying 


^*Mrs. Court later admitted, ”1 missed a lot of easy 
shots I don’t usually miss.” 


“I’d like to tour the world and play all the women, ” 
said Riggs, who’s come a long way, baby, since he won 
Forest Hills twice and Wimbledon a few years before 
Margaret, now the mother of one, was born. 


On the more serious side of tennis. Smith was 
devastatingly accurate and powerful in his $50,000 6-3, 6- 
3, 4-6, 6-4 victory over Arthur Ashe in the World 
Championship Tennis finals in Dallas. 


Smith breezed through the first two sets by continually 
blasting cross-court shots past Ashe, who was plagued by 
inaccurate shots near the net. At one point Ashe was so 
digusted 
at 
his 
repeated 
low 
shots 
that 
he 
uncharacteristically threw his racquet to the ground. 


Two critical and highly controversial 
judgments 
clinched the game for Smith, who has won $154,100 on the 
WCT tour this year. First he appealed Ashe’s serve, 
claiming it was wide and to the right. After the judge 


said he didn’t see the shot, the line judge on Ashe’s side 
of the net ruled that Ashe had faulted. Ashe then missed 
the second serve for the double fault. 


With the game now at matchpoint, Ashe hit a soft 
crosscourt shot to Smith’s forehand and the 6-foot-4 
blond lunged to hit it just before it bounced the second 


time. Ashe, surprised that no call was made, retreated 
hastily for the return but drove the ball into the net. 


“It’s too bad that a match like this, for the world 
championship, had to end on a sour note,” Smith said, 
adding that he hoped television reruns would confirm the 
judge’s decision. Ashe won $20,000 for second place and 
brought his earnings this year to $63,150. 


Billie Jean King defeated Nancy Richey Gunter 7-6, 5- 
7. 6-3 to win the $8,400 first prize in the $30,000 Toray 
Sillook women’s tennis tournament in Tokyo. 


Mrs. King, 29, resorted to aggressive tactics with a 
strong service and powerful ground strokes while Mrs. 


Gunter, 30, played a fine defensive game. But it was Mrs. 
King’s deceptive drop shots which paved the way for 
easy placements at the net and earned her the victory. 
In Mexico City Davis Cup competition, Harold 
Solomon, Fort Lauderdale, Fla., scored an 8-6, 7-5, 7-5 
victory over Raul Ramirez of Mexico to give the U.S. a 3- 
1 winning margin in the best-of-five North American 
zone Davis Cup finals. 
After Ramirez gave Mexico a 1-0 lead by beating Tom 
Gorman, Solomon tied the series Friday with a win over 
Joaquin Loyo-Mayo and Gorman and Eric Van Dillen 
gave the U.S. a 2-1 lead Saturday by winning the doubles 
match against Ramirez and Vicente Zarazua. The U.S. 
wrapped up the series 4-1 by winning the meaningless 
final singles match when Dick Stockton of New York 
downed Luis Baraldi, 2-6,6-1,6-3,8-6.

With the House on record 
against President Nixon's

POWs get front row 
seat for launch 


COCOA BEACH, Fla. <UPI> - Prisoners of war 
who were denied a chance to watch America's Apollo 
flights to the moon had front-row seats today for the 
launch of America s first manned space station. 
The three Skylab astronauts, who will ride a rocket 
Tuesday to eaten up wun tneir orDiimg laooratory, 
personally invited 600 former POWs to the double- 
barreled blastoff. 
Only 34 responded, but that was not the fault of the 
townspeople, who offered the POWs their homes and 
apartments in case they couldn’t find motel rooms. 
Some even volunteered to feed them, take them on 
cruises and babysit their children. 
Kings and queens, Hollywood stars and the nation's 
presidents once watched space launches from 
bleachers in the marches at Cape Kennedy, but the 
top name on the VIP list for this shot—not counting 
the POWs —was Abdalla bin Hussain al-Amar, 
president of the consultative assembly of the Yemen 
Arab Republic. 
Police were gearing to handle a crowd of 500,000, 
but traffic was relatively light along the miles of 
Brevard County beaches on the eve of the launch. 
About 1,000 newsmen were here to cover the first 
Skylab blastoff, less than half as many as were on 
hand when the target was the moon. A total of 1,717 
had applied for credentials, as compared wih 3,497 
here for the first moon mission 
But even if the 1,000 should write only a couple of 
pages each, it would fill a volume the size of War and 
Peace. 
“ I just don’t understand it,” said one girl from 
Orlando, Fla. “ To me this is much more exciting than 
the third or fourth moon flights, but you can t get the 
public interested in it.” 


Legislature to take 
first action on budget 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — The legislature this week is 
scheduled to take its first major action on Gov. Ronald 
Reagan's proposed $9.26 billion budget and resume what 
may be final negotiations on reapportionment. 
The Assembly Ways and Means Committee plans to act 
on the record budget in a daylong session Wednesday, 
culminating four months of intensive review of whopping 
1973-74 budget document. By law, tne state Duaget must De 
passed by June 15. 
One of the key debates expected to surface is over 
Reagan's proposed pay raises for civil servants, which 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post thinks are too generous. 
The budget proposal contains salary raises averaging 13 
per cent for California’s 115,000 civil servants. It also 
includes a 17 per cent increase for colleges and an 11.6 per 
cent boost for the University of California. 
Meantime, Republican and Democratic leaders will be

of

Assembly 
reapportionment plan which has drawn support from both 
parties.

Delay sought 
in newsmen 
legislation 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
The 
chairman 
of 
the 
Assembly 
J u d i c i a r y 
Committee said today he 
favors delaying until next 
year a vote on legislation to 
shield newsmen from being 
compelled 
to 
divulge 
confidential 
sources 
or 
unpublished material. 
Chairm an 
Charles 
Warren, 
D-Los 
Angeles, 
he will recommend that tne 
committee hold “ indepth” 
interim hearings next fall on 
the complex legal issue with 
a view toward preparing 
legislation for a vote early 
in 1974. 
“ Involved 
here 
are 
constitutional rights,” he 
said. “ And when you start 
defining them and who is to 
have them and under what 
circumstances, 
you 
also 
might be infringing on the 
constitutional guarantees of 
people excluded from the 
bill ” 
Warren said he originally 
had hoped his committee 
could base its work on 
recommendations 
developed 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Senate 
J u d i c i a r y 
Committee 
which 
is 
considering 
“ shield” 
legislation, including a bill 
with no qualifications by 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif. 
But 
the 
Senate 
committee, chaired by Sen. 
Sam 
Irvin, 
D-N.C., 
is 
investigating the Watergate 
affair 
and 
has 
not yet 
reported 
out 
shield 
legislation. 
“ We 
should 
be 
very 
careful 
on 
how 
we 
proceed.” said Warren. He 
added that since the U.S. 
Senate hearings have not 
concluded, “ I don’t think we 
should act precipitously.” 
Warren said he believed 
the legislature and Congress 
should “ move somewhat in 
tandem on this” but that he 
would set the Assembly bills 
for a hearing soon and then 
recommend the committee 
conduct a major September- 
January study.

More dandelions 


Last week we strongly hinted of 
our dislike of dandelions and told of 
the unique discovery of how we were 
able to eliminate approximately 30 
of the little critters from our 
premises. 
In the past few 
days, defenders of 
the dandelion have 
made their contacts 
and we were greatly 
impressed with the 
defense offered by 
Dean 
M iller, 
a 
former Lions Club 
m em ber 
buddy. 
Dean

r a t h e r 
informative 
material 
con ce rn in g 
the 
common dandelion 
or, the taraxacum 
officinale. 
First of all, have you ever tried a 
dandelion blossom — fried? It’s 
simple. Take two or three dozen 
fresh, young blossoms, cut off the 
stem just under the blossom, wash 
and shake off excess water. 
Dip 
them into well-beaten egg; salt and 
cover with cornmeal. Fry in deep 
fat until golden brown. Gourmets 
claim they taste somewhat like 
fried mushrooms or fried oysters. 
Others claim they have a taste all 
their own — like fried dandelions. 
Another way to use dandelions, 
according to the articles, is to drop 
several young blossoms into the 
morning hotcakes while they are 
frying on the griddle. When the 
hotcakes are turned, the blossoms 
are cooked. Adds novelty and color 
to the campfire breakfast. 
Dandelion roots can be scraped, 
split and boiled like carrots. Serve 
them with butter and salt. 
And, the roots of dandelions have 
also been used as a substitute for 
coffee. Split the roots and dry them 
slowly in an oven. 
After they 
become dry and brittle, they will 
turn a dark brown coffee color. Just 
grind them up and use them as you 
would coffee

Reactor in the sky 


Solar energy has been left to 
technically 
modest 
applications 
ever since Archimedes of Syracuse 
focused huge mirrors to ignite the 
sails of attacking Roman galleys in 
the First Century B.C. 
In Eygpt, for example, a 50 horse 
power water pump that had run on 
the sun since 1912 was replaced with 
a 50 horsepower diesel pump after 
the war. It was progress. Many of 
the Arabs used to heat beverages by 
the sun until they found they were 
sitting above oceans of oil. Now it 
heats their drinks. 
But 
the energy 
crisis 
has 
turned 
some heads toward 
devoting 
to 
solar 
energy 
the 
same 
high research and 
high technology that 
made oil and the 
other 
declining 
fuels 
the 
coming 
things in their day. 
Two 
of 
the 
high 
forebears of this science are the 
Meinels, Dr. and Mrs., Astronomers 
with the University of Arizona 
The Meinels, who related these 
illustrations at a recent Southern 
California energy confrence, have 
worked on big league solar energy 
studies and admit that the economic 
feasibility of massive solar power 
has yet to be conclusively proven. 
But the power potential, they add, 
far outclasses any other source. 
The problems with solar electrical 
generation on a massive scale, they 
say, are these: 
— It gets dark every night and 
sometimes 
it’s cloudy 
So, 
the 
equipment that absorbs the light 
energy must also transfer some to 
storage areas for use when its dark. 
Power output must be decoupled 
from the sun’s input. 
—Power is hard to store 
— Solar energy collecting vanes 
have tended to become very not and 
dissipate most of the energy they ve 
collected 


technology 


that absorb sunlight in the visible 
range yet reflect it in the infrared 
range, avoiding much of the heat 
dissipation problem. 
Meinel, who’s constructed small 
systems with grant support, says 
that solar systems with an early 
state of the art could be designed to 
convert 20 per cent of the sun energy 
they collect into work. 
To meet all the electrical needs of 
the U.S. in the year 2,000 — a 
whopping 2,000 megawatts—around 
10,000 square miles of solar farms 
would be required. That, he said, is 
a lot: a square 100 miles on a side. 
But there are military gunnery 
ranges twice as large as this in 
Arizona, the Astronomer compared. 
And 
the 
solar 
farms 
would 
necessarily be spread over the 
whole country. 
On the global view, Meinel said 
that solar energy offers absolutely 
the only hope of elevating the energy 
consumption 
of 
the 
backward 
countries. 
An area of solar farms much 
smaller than the world’s total desert 
area, he said, would produce the 
terrific volume of power required to 
elevate the energy use of the 
backward nations to the per capita 
level 
of 
the 
U.S. 
in 
1972 in 
perpetuity. 
Enough oil to do this would 
exhaust the world supply in eight 
months. Coal could only do it 


— Solar power ranches designed 
to collect significant amounts of 
power would occupy a lot of land, 
changing its value and precluding 
many other uses. 
But

offered 
some 
solutions. One way to get around the 
dark and cloudy periods is to make 
your 
gathering 
areas 
(power 
ranches) 
large enough so they 
produce enough energy to bridge 
these gaps Or, he said some excess 
energy could be converted into an 
intermediate fuel to burn later 
Aluminum, is a strong candidate 
for this use because it requires 
electricity to produce, burns hot, is 
stable in storage and leaves solid 
combustion products that can be* 
reconverted into the metal with 
more electricity 
New selective coatings have been
